“London had bared her teeth and 
Was giving the raiders the hottest 
reception they had ever had The 
noise was terrific, but for London- 
ers it was the right sort of noise.” 

Apparently this was London's 
answer to German threats to 
ferry 10,000 plane loads of bombs 
to this area daily. 

A government statement said the 
barrage had prevented many bomb- 
ers from reaching their objectives 
and said the raid had proved “less 
effective’ than those on the four 
preceding nights. 


TWO HOSPITALS HIT 
The communique said fires had 
been started in a number of build- 


ngs by incendiary bombs and re- 
ported that “two hospitals, many 
houses and some small factories” 


were damaged. It said, however, a 
great number of incendiary bombs 
were extinguished by air raid war- 
dens before they could start fires 

The government said “it is 
probable” the number killed and 
injured was less than on the four 
previous nights of dusk-to-dawn 
raiding. 


Seven bombs fell about 100 yards 


from the entrance to a famous 
London prison, but no damage was 
reported 


Little night raiding was reported 
elsewhere in Britain, although a 
lone German plane dropped four

FLEET ON OFFENSIVE 

Units of the British fleet 
reported officially to have 
the offensive in an attempt to smash 
German preparations for the long- 
threatened invasion, which Prime 
Minister Churchill warned his peo- 
ple yesterday could be expected at 
any moment 

The admiralty said Nazi ship- 
ping and ports vital to an invasion 
attempt had been bombarded from 
the sea, but declared it could not 
give details without disclosing in- 
formation which might be helpful 
to the Germans, 

Heavy British coastal guns also 
joined in the bombardment last 
night, and were hammered in turn 
by swarms of German dive bombers 
and long range runs, which made

400 KILLED MONDAY 


The government announced 400 
persons were killed and 1,400 in- 
jured in Monday night's raid on 
London, making a total of 1,010 
dead and 4,300 wounded for the 
first three of the all-night raids. 
Figures for the raids Tuesday night 


and last night were expected later. 

An official announcement said 
89 German raiders were shot 
down yesterday — of which 80 
were credited to British fighters 
and nine to anti-aircraft fire. 
Twenty-four British planes were 
reported missing, but pilots of 
seven were said to be safe, 

The first of the night raiders 
brought down by anti-aircraft fire 
in north London, where the 
crew was captured 

A ring of bursting shells also kept 
Nazi raiders from m ary objec- 
d 1g # long attack on the 
coastal district Some 
planes flew inland and dropped 
bombs near two towns and a village, 
but caused little damage.

Russia's official news agency, Taas, has 
issued a statement today which may cause still 
further speculation on the Soviet government's 
relations with Berlin and Rome, especially in 
view of the elevation of General Ion Antonescu 
to the post of axis Gauleiter for Rumania—for 
that, to all intents and purposes, seems to be the 
role he is expected to play while young King 
Michael “rules” with about the same authority 
as King Victor Emmanuel “enjoys” in Italy 
Here is the text of the communique issued by 
Tass: 

“The Japanese newspaper Hochi circulates a 
report alleging that at the end of August Stalin 
conversed with the German ambassador, Count 
Schulenburg, regarding the conclusion of an 
agreement between the U.S.S.R., Germany, Italy 
and Japan and cancellation of the Anti- 
Comintern Pact. Tass is authorized to state that 
this’ report by the newspaper Hochi is wholly 
fabricated from beginning to end, as for the last 
six or seven months Stalin has had no meeting 
with Schulenburg.” 

It would be foolish, of course, to read into 
the foregoing a significance which the facts may 
not warrant. M. Stalin is now and has been for 
a long time past playing his diplomatic and eco- 
nomic cards with one object and one object 
alone—to suit Russia's program under all heads. 
—Victoria Times. 


A Study in Risks 


Foreign policy is always a study of risks. No 
course is ever completely safe. 1] that can be 
said is that one alternative presents, perhaps, a 
slighter risk than another. This is a considera- 
tion that has weighed with Mr. Roosevelt in his 
decision to turn over destroyers to Britain. It 
represents neither a vulgar bit of huckstering 
a sentimental gesture. It is based upon 
what he believes to be—and rightly—the true 
American interest. The situation as it appeared 
to the New York Times’ during the controversy 
now ended was this: 

The question of the best use of American 
resources in a time of danger is a question of 
high politics, involving more than technical 
naval or itary considerations; and on this 
question the civilian point of view is entitled to 
be heard—the point of view which insists that 
fifty over-age American destroyers in the Brit- 
ish channel now would be a far greater protec- 
1 against the only threat we need to fear—th 
eat of a smashing German victory—than the 
Same fifty destroyers patrolling the remote 
coasts of Brazil and Patagonia long after Ger- 
many has won. 

We must face the fact that there are risks in 
any policy we adopt, and that a policy of com- 
] ness on our part, resulting in the loss 
1 fleet, may the most risky and 
costliest we could pursue

Graphic description of an ex- 
Plosion at Ryley on August 11 last 
in which John Leadbeater and 
Harvey Magneson received fatal 
burns, was told at a coroner's 
inquest Thursday by Mrs. Aletha 
Leadbeater, widow of one of the 
victims, 

Mrs. Leadbeater, who broke down 
briefly when asked identify 
burned overalls worn by her hus- 
band, stated she had been listening 
to the radio on the night of the ac- 
cident, when her husband, who had 


been working in the cheese factory 
nearby, came to the door and said 
“Calj a doctor.” Witness said she 
asked what had happened, and 
Leadbeater had replied: “The gas 
pipes must have been leaking for 
there was an explosion.” 


CLOTHING ABLAZE 
After calling a doctor, 


Mrs. Lead- 


beater had followed her husband 
back to the factory, and it was then 
that she noticed that the back of 
the latter's clothing was ablaze 

Mrs. Leadbeater said that after 
they got inside the plant her hus- 
band had stopped suddenly and 
said: “I can't go on.” 


Witness had assisted her husband 
outside and torn the burning cloth- 
ing from his body 
the same for Magneson,. but 
wouldn't permit it to be done 

Mrs. Leadbeater helped the two 

back to the house where she 

poured oil on their burned bod-

ies, before the arrival of Dr. J. 

L. McPherson. 

While the doctor was rushing the 
injured men to hospital in Edmon- 
ton Leadbeater had told his wife 
what had happened

DOUSED VICTIM 

Leadbeater also had told his wife 
on the way to hospital that he had 
doused Magneson in a rain barrel 
to put out the fire on his clothing. 

She said Leadbeater told her that 
the

the factory after the explosion and
